Mr Mahoney said he 
believes it was “cynical 
manipulation of young 
students” and says that if 
an investigation finds 
that the pupils were used 
in a “political stunt”, Mr 
Waters should be 


removed from the board 
of governors, and Mrs 
Hayward should be sus¬ 
pended. 

He added: “I find it 
quite incredible that 
despite using school 
children under the age of 
11 in a political stunt, 
that not one education 
official or politician in 
the Vale area, or for that 
matter anywhere in 
Wales, instigated an 
inquiry until both I and 
UKIP MEP John Bufton 
made official com¬ 
plaints.” 

He said he understood 
an inquiry into what had 
happened was being 
undertaken by the 
school’s board of gover¬ 
nors, which he believed 
was “unsatisfactory”- 
and “in effect, the board 
of governors were inves¬ 
tigating themselves and 
their own chairman’s 
actions”. 

Among the questions 


Mr Mahoney has posed 
in his letter are: 

• Why were school 
children allowed to be 
used in a political public¬ 
ity stunt? 

• Could the council 
confirm whether the par¬ 
ents of the children 
involved in the publicity 
stunt had been asked for 
their consent for their 
children to be used in 
this manner? 

• Did this political 
activity take place during 
normal school hours and 
if so how were the chil¬ 
dren allowed to be used 
in this manner, when 
they should have been 
undertaking normal edu¬ 
cational activities? 

• Could the council 
issue a reassurance that 
schoolchildren will not 
be allowed to be used in 
other political stunts?

A Vale Council 
spokeswoman explained: 
“The incident took place 
on the Wednesday 
evening and was reported 
to the police. 

“If anyone has any 
information that can help 
identify the culprits they 
are urged to contact Barry 
Police Station. 

“The Vale Council and 
the bus operator apolo¬ 
gise for any inconven¬ 
ience the temporary sus¬ 
pension of service pro¬ 
vided through 
Gibbonsdown may have 
caused to passengers. 

“Such behaviour is 
totally unacceptable and 
can have very serious 
consequences,. 

“Should further inci¬ 
dents occur, consideration 
will be given to re-rout¬ 
ing the service on a per¬ 
manent basis.” 

A Barry police 
spokesman reported: “An 
EST bus was travelling 
along St Brides Way 
towards Pencoedtre 
Road, and while it was 
passing the Pendoylan 
Close junction, a stone 
was thrown at the side, 
smashing a window.”

In 1930, the lease 
passed over to Mr Pat 
Collins and White Bros 
moved across the road to 
Cosy Comer, where the 
family continued to trade 
until the death of Jack 
Reahorn, nephew of the 
White Bros in 2007, 100 
years after Sidney White 
first brought his ride to 
Barry. 

I felt I had to put the 
records straight as I do 
not want my family to be 
forgotten. 

In the early years, the 
White Bros gave a lot of

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SAINSBURY’S GETS ITS LICENCE 

— but campaigners say battle is not over yet

A councillor who 
has led the opposi¬ 
tion to a 
Sainsbury’s Local 
store in Park 
Crescent says the 
campaign will go 
on - despite the 
supermarket giant 
persuading a coun¬ 
cil committee to 
grant it an alcohol 
licence. 

More than 4,000 
people have demon¬ 
strated their opposi¬ 
tion to a store in the 
old bike and tool shop 
opposite Romilly 
Junior School by sign¬ 
ing a petition. 

Last Friday, 

January 6, a council 


committee granted a 
licence - and in 
February the Vale 
Council will consider 
planning for the site. 

Coun Janice 

Charles, who made 
representations to the 
committee on behalf 
of local residents and 
businesses, said: 

“It is not the right 
decision. All the sig¬ 
natures on the petition 
were from people who 
have a full under¬ 
standing of the issues 
involved.” 

Opponents say 
there could be late 
night anti-social 
behaviour, that there 
is a safety issue with a 
school of 650 pupils 
just across the road, 


and that there could 
be parking problems 
along what is already 
a busy road. 

Coun Charles said 
that campaigners 
were unimpressed by 
Sainbury’s promises 
of CCTV to monitor 
any problems and to 
make early morning 
deliveries, pointing 
out that the school has 
an early morning 
breakfast club. 

Coun Charles told 
The GEM: “The cam¬ 
paign will go on ‘big 
time’. This was just 
the alcohol licence. 

“I feel it is a case of 
the big boy brow-beat¬ 
ing the small person.” 

On Tuesday 

evening, January 11, 


Coun Charles’ objec¬ 
tion received the back¬ 
ing of the Barry Town 
Council planning 
committee after she 
presented a detailed 
report to councillors. 

It highlighted prob¬ 
lems with the location 
which included issues 
relating to traffic con¬ 
gestion, parking, road 
safety, noise, and the 
potential for addition¬ 
al anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

She told the com¬ 
mittee: “Anyone who 
is familiar with the 
area will know that 
this is a totally unsuit¬ 
able location for a 
busy convenience 


store.” 

Coun Charles 
emphasised that the 
location was unsuit¬ 
able for an additional 
store because a traffic 
survey undertaken in 
November 2010 had 
already shown that 
100,000 cars passed in 
front of the site in the 
course of a week. 

The Vale’s AM Jane 
Hutt said she had 
secured a meeting 
with Sainsbury’s 
chiefs on January 21 
to voice her concerns. 

She said: “I made 
my objections to the 
application for a 
licence from 

Sainsbury’s for a new

store in Park Crescent 
on the grounds that it 
would be hazardous 
and inappropriate 
opposite a primary 
school on a busy junc¬ 
tion. 

“In addition, the 
opening of such a 
store would decimate 
the prospects of local, 
long standing busi¬ 
nesses in Park 
Crescent and the west 
of Barry.” 

Ian Johnson, of 
Plaid Cymru, said: 
“Many people at last 


Friday’s licence meet¬ 
ing were very frustrat¬ 
ed by how everything 
took place. 

“Unlike supermar¬ 
kets who have experi¬ 
enced and qualified 
solicitors acting on 
their behalf, local resi¬ 
dents are offered little 
protection to protect 
their communities.” 

A Sainbury’s 
spokeswoman pointed 
out that it takes its 
responsibility as a 
licensed retailer very 
seriously and has a 


policy in place to pre¬ 
vent the sale of alcohol 
to minors. 

She added that the 
store would be a posi¬ 
tive addition to the 
community by provid¬ 
ing greater choice, 
especially for those 
who wish to shop 
locally or who do not 
have a car. 

If people do visit by 
car, Sainbury’s believe 
the planned car park¬ 
ing spaces will be suf¬ 
ficient to avoid park¬ 
ing issues. 


Former Lord Lieutenant dies at 95 


Local residents 
remember ‘a 
woman of firsts’

4 A woman of firsts’ 
who distinguished 
herself in a number 
of areas of Welsh 
and Vale life - that 
is one of the ways 
that Susan E 
Williams, who was 
born in Llantwit 
Major in 1915, will 
be remembered. 

Mrs Williams, who 
was born at The Ham 
in Llantwit on August 
17, 1915, died on 
January 7 at the age of 
95 at a hospital in 
Surrey. 

She lived in 
Bonvilston for many 
years, then at 
Llanrumney Hall, and 
moved to Welsh St 
Donats with her hus¬ 
band, Charles Crofts 
Llewellyn Williams in 
1950 - he died two 
years later. 

Her nephew, Mr 
Rhydian Llewellyn, 
told The GEM: “She 
was a woman of firsts - 
a remarkable woman 
with a strong personali¬ 
ty- 

“In 2001 she had a 
serious stroke and was 
taken to the Princess of 
Wales Hospital. They 
thought that she would¬ 
n’t talk or walk again, 
but they didn’t know 
her.” 

Mrs Williams recov¬ 
ered and lived for 
another decade! 

Among the many 
notable firsts in her life 
was becoming the first 
woman High Sheriff of 
Glamorgan. 

Mrs Williams was 
the great grand daugh¬ 
ter of Charles Croft 
Williams, who was the 
Mayor of Cardiff four 
times and the first 
chairman of the Cardiff 
Gas, Light and Coke 
Company. A bust of her 
great grandfather is dis¬ 
played in City Hall. 


During the war, Mrs 
Williams served in the 
Women’s Auxiliary Air 
Force, retiring as a 
Wing Officer. 

After the war, she 
distinguished herself 
with service to Welsh 
life. In 1958, she was 
awarded an MBE for 
helping with the 
Cardiff Empire and 
Commonwealth Games 
when she was in charge 
of all the women ath¬ 
letes. 

She also made a 
huge contribution to 
life in the Vale. In 
1961, she began serv¬ 
ing as a JP; in 1968, 
she became the High 
Sheriff of Glamorgan; 
from 1973 to 1981, she 
was Deputy Lieutenant, 
and she was the first 
woman to be appointed 
County Lieutenant in 
Wales in 1981. 

She became Lord- 
Lieutenant of South 
Glamorgan in 
December 1985, fol¬ 
lowing the retirement 
of Sir Cennydd 
Traherne. 

Mrs Williams also 
served as president of 


the Glamorgan Council 
for the Order of St John 
and president of the 
Royal Bath and Wells 
Show. 

A keen horsewoman, 
she used to ride with 
the Glamorgan Hunt 
and her father, Mr R H 
Williams, was master 
of the hunt for 20 
years. She was also the 
first woman steward at 
Chepstow Racecourse. 

Mrs Williams and 
Johnny Clay, the for¬ 
mer Glamorgan and 
England cricketer, 
jointly owned Charlie 
H, which in front of the 
one of the biggest 
crowds in years, won 
the 1972 Welsh Grand 
National. Charlie H 
came in two-and-a-half 
lengths clear of Fair 
Vulgan. 

Mrs Williams had 
horses in training with 
Bob Turnell for more 
than 25 years, perhaps 
the best of them being 
Tree Tangle.

Vale AM calls for 
Ogmore vote to 
be made official

A ROW is still sim¬ 
mering after a Vale 
Council planning 
committee meeting 
where councillors 
voted to turn down 
a scheme to build 
houses at Ogmore- 
by-Sea. 

At the December

Mr Thomas said that 
it would be deferred 
until February’s plan¬ 
ning committee meeting. 

Now, Vale AM Jane 
Hutt has entered the 
debate. She said: “I have 
already raised this mat-

“I have had a large 
number of representa¬ 
tions from constituents 
who attended the plan¬

She continued: “This

Learner drivers in Vale 
now face nine-week wait 
at the Cardiff test centre 


WAITING times 
for driving tests in 
Cardiff have 
increased by 50 per 
cent - in the wake 
of the closure of the 
Barry Test Centre, 
according to infor¬ 
mation obtained by 
an Assembly 

Member. 

The waiting times at 
Cardiff’s Fairwater cen¬ 
tre rose from six weeks 
at the end of November 

2008 and December 

2009 to nine weeks at 
the end of November 
2010 . 

The Barry Test 
Centre closed in March 
last year, despite local 
protests, and regional 
Assembly Member 
Chris Franks used the 
Freedom of Information 
Act to find out from the 
Driving Standards 
Agency the most recent 
waiting times at the 
Fairwater complex in 
Cardiff. 

He said: “The closure 
of the Barry Test Centre 
has been shown not 
only to affect people in 
Barry and the rest of the 
Vale, but those living in 


Cardiff. The Driving 
Standards Agency said 
quite clearly in 
December 2009 that it 
had the spare capacity 
to absorb the diversion 
of demand from Barry, 
without compromising 
waiting service targets. 

“Clearly, they have 
been found out and the 
results of my Freedom 
of Information request 
show the DSA need to 
look again at having a 
presence in Barry, par¬ 
ticularly as it is the 
largest town in Wales. 

“With VAT and tax 
on petrol rising even 
further, this closure 
decision will add even 
more costs for learner 
drivers, as well as driv¬ 
ing instructors. 

“Plaid imagine that 
people living in Cardiff 
also won’t be best 
pleased having to wait 
longer for tests.” 

Mr Franks added: 
“Tory MP Alan Cairns 
failed to ensure that the 
decision to shut the 
Barry centre was 
reversed. It shows he 
has not got influence in 
Westminster.”

Dr Ian Johnson, added: 
“There has been a trend, 
first under the Labour 
UK Government and 
now under the 
Conservatives, that has 
seen facilities in Barry 
close, with Vale people 
expected to go to either 
Cardiff or Bridgend. 

“Recently, we’ve had 
the police cells moved 
to Cardiff, the driving 
test centre moved to 
Cardiff and the decision 
to close the magistrates’ 
court. 

“These figures show 
that Cardiff does not 
have the capacity to 
take on the additional 
work from Barry, lead¬ 
ing to higher waiting 
times for driving tests; 
as well as the massive 
inconvenience and extra 
cost for learners from 
the Vale having to travel 
to Fairwater to get used 
to the roads on which 
they’ll be tested. 

“With the rate of loss 
of facilities, Barry is in 
danger of becoming a 


ghost town.” 

Local driving 

instructor Jim Stokes 
said that the switch to 
Cardiff had become “a 
real pain”. 

He explained: “The 
waiting period in Barry 
used to be three to four 
weeks - now it has 
more than doubled.” 

The MP for the Vale 
Alun Cairns said the 
decision by the last gov¬ 
ernment to close the 
driving test centre in 
Barry was wrong, and 
that he had expressed 
this opinion before 
being elected as MP for 
the Vale in May 2010. 

Mr Cairns said he 
would be raising the 
issue of the long wait¬ 
ing times with the trans¬ 
port Minister. 

He explained: “I 
wholly opposed the clo¬ 
sure at the time, and 
regret the decision 
taken by the last gov¬ 
ernment in 2009. 

“The prospect of 
reversing that decision 
could have been more 
expensive, particularly 
when public finances 
are tighter than at any 
time in living memory. 


“The recent data 
about the long waiting 
times for driving tests in 
Cardiff, only underline 
the arguments presented 
by me, the test centre 
users and others in the 
community who 

opposed the closure at 
the time. 

“I will be raising the 
matter with the trans¬ 
port Minister, as action 
is needed to reduce 
waiting times for the 
people of Barry and the 
Vale.” 

The DSA argues that 
alternative test centres 
in Cardiff and 
Bridgend are within 
the “20-mile travel dis¬ 
tance criterion” for 
people in the Vale.

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STARGAZERS LOOK TO THE SKIES AS 
THE VALE RECORDS NEW YEAR FIRST! 


AS a tie-in with the Stargazing Live 
series on BBC2, the first public event of 
the new year was held at Cardiff 
Astronomical Society’s observatory on 
Saturday night. 

The skies were clear and with low light pollu¬ 
tion at Dyffryn Gardens people were able to 
look through a range of telescopes at many celes¬ 
tial wonders. 

About 500 people attended and the early birds 
were treated to a good view of the International 
Space Station as it passed between Jupiter and a 
crescent Moon. 

Help was on hand to give beginners a naked 
eye tour around the night sky and instruction on 
how to find such constellations such as the 
Plough, Orion, Taurus, Gemini, Perseus and 
Cassiopia. 

Through the telescopes, the public were treat¬ 
ed to excellent views of the Andromeda Galaxy; 
the M42 nebula in Orion; details of some of the 
Moon’s craters and the amazing gas giant planet 
Jupiter with four of its Moons looking like a 
minature solar system.

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‘DREADFUL OFFENCES’ - says judge 

Care home duo 
escape jail term

TWO employees 
who worked in a 
South Glamorgan 
care home who 
ridiculed, fright¬ 
ened and distressed 
two elderly, vulner¬ 
able residents have 
walked free from 
Cardiff Crown 
Court after being 
given suspended 
sentences, for what 
Judge Philip 

Richards described 
as “dreadful 

offences”. 

At a hearing last 
month, and following an 
eight-day trial, Eleni 
Saunders (22) of 
Wenvoe, and Helen 
Males (34) of Barry, 
were found guilty by 
majority verdicts of two 
charges of ill-treating or 
neglecting persons with¬ 
out mental capacity at the 
Old Rectory Care Home, 
Wenvoe. 

The victims, the court 
heard, were aged 89 and 
87, the last one of whom 
has since died. 

Males, who, said the 
judge, had been the more 
responsible and “should 
have known better” was 
sentenced to a year’s 
imprisonment, suspend¬ 
ed for two years and 
ordered to carry out 250 
hours unpaid work. 

Saunders, said the 
judge, willingly sub¬ 
scribed to what was hap¬ 
pening and thought it 
was “all great fun”. 

She received 38 weeks 
imprisonment, suspend¬ 
ed for two years and was 
ordered to carry out 200 
hours unpaid work. 

Each was subject to a 
24-week curfew between 
8pm and 8 am involving 
electronic tagging and to 
be subject to a supervi¬ 
sion order for two years. 

They were also 
debarred indefinitely 
from caring for elderly, 
vulnerable people and 
their names, said the 
judge, would be listed by 
the safeguarding authori¬ 
ty- 


He told the pair, who 
cried throughout the 
hearing, “I have to sen¬ 
tence each of you for 
offences which were 
quite dreadful. 

“You were employed 
to look after people in the 
last years of their lives. 
You were employed to 
care for them, to provide 
for them, to ensure they 
were safe.” 

Instead, he said, they 
ridiculed them, fright¬ 
ened them, and caused 
them great distress. 

They were not isolated 
occasions, said the judge, 
but took place repeated¬ 
ly- 

He added: “You may 
wish to reflect. How 
would it be if someone 
close to you was in a 
home and was being 
treated in the way you 
chose to treat those two? 

“You might think 
about your position when 
you are old. Is this how 
you would wish to be 
treated, as you decided to 
treat those elderly peo¬ 
ple?” 

Each of the defen¬ 
dants, said the judge, had 
suffered the loss of their 
jobs, indignity and pub¬ 
licity, and a restriction of 
future job prospects. 

He said that he was 
satisfied it was a case, 
which could only be pun¬ 
ished by a custodial sen¬ 
tence. But immediate 
imprisonment would 
involve “unnecessary 
cruelty”. 

Prosecutor Leighton 
Hughes said the pair 
found it amusing to ill- 
treat the ladies, who they 
knew lacked mental 
capacity and were easy 
targets. 

Matters came to light, 
he said, when another 
care assistant, Leah 
Jones, reported their 
behaviour. 

One of the residents 
would have a rubber 
hand puppet, in the shape 
of a goblin, thrust against 
her face and one of the 
defendants would growl. 


The pair laughed when 
the victim would try to 
slide down in her chair 
and crawl away. 

Another resident 
would have her ears 
flicked and one was 
insulted by the pair call¬ 
ing her sister a drug 
addict and a prostitute. 

Both defendants were 
said to have no previous 
convictions. 

Ruth Smith, for 
Saunders, said she con¬ 
tinued to maintain the 
stance that she didn’t 
commit the offences. 

Said the judge: “I find 
it very difficult to accept 
that protestation of inno¬ 
cence.” 

Ms Smith said 
Saunders had played a 
secondary role and was 
at the periphery of the 
offences. 

“Males was her supe¬ 
rior and should have led 
by example.” 

Ms Smith said it was 
accepted that the case 
involved a breach of 
trust. There was, howev¬ 
er, a very different side to

rock and pop groups, 
such as The Rolling 
Stones, before they 
became famous. 

He did this in the 
evenings on the famous 
Morecambe Pier, early in 
that decade. 

He took us back to a 
town that was famous in 
its day for those events 
and also for hosting the 
Miss Great Britain com¬ 
petitions in what was 
Britain’s largest swim¬ 
ming pool. 

This could hold 3,000 
spectators and girls from 
all over the UK were 
tempted to reveal their 
charms in swimsuits, all 
for the chance of winning 
the £1,000 winners’ 
prize. 

The nearby ballroom 
at the end of the pier 
where the young Mike 
performed as both pro¬ 
moter and disc jockey 
could accommodate 
2,000 dancers on its 
famous sprung floor. 

During this period, our 
speaker was working 
full-time during the day 
in the textile industry. 

He did his ‘popstar’ 
promotion and disc jock¬ 
ey work in the evenings 
and it was something of 
an exhausting life. 

He was astute enough 
to obtain an early tape 
recorder onto which he 
downloaded hit numbers 
from the BBC’s ‘Top of 
the Pops’ programme. 

Before these numbers 
were released onto the 


commercial market as 45 
rpm records, he would 
play them on the pier in 
the evenings during 
breaks in the main per¬ 
formances. 

Young people would 
therefore hear such num¬ 
bers as ‘Please, please 
me’ on the pier before 
they could buy them in 
the shops. 

Mike kept a detailed 
photographic record on 
his Ilford camera of 
many of the events that 
took place in those days 
and members of the 
Forum were interested in 
the sociological and his¬ 
torical aspects of the 
Miss Great Britain con¬ 
tests (together with their 


shapely contestants) 
revealed in the many 
photos that were shown 
to them of these events. 

He has also retained a 
number of original 
posters advertising the 
groups of that era that he 
was responsible for pro¬ 
moting.

Town traders want 
Cowbridge Market 
to stay in business 


TRADERS in 
Cowbridge have 
come out strongly 
on the side of keep¬ 
ing the cattle mar¬ 
ket in the town - at 
least until firm 
plans for a replace¬ 
ment use have been 
agreed. 

At a meeting this 
week, the Cowbridge 
Chamber of Trade decid¬ 
ed to support the efforts 
of Glamorgan Markets 
to stay beyond March 
31, which is when the 
lease runs out. 

The land is owned by 
the Vale Council, and the 
market has been given 
notice to quit on March 
31. 

However, the market 
operators, Herbert R 
Thomas and Watts and 
Morgan, have written to 
the council asking for a 
lease that will enable the 
market to continue, but 
with a a three-month 
break clause in it. 

The chairman of the 
chamber of trade, Alun 
John, pointed out: “It is

my understanding that 
the Vale Council will 
have to publish a devel¬ 
opment brief - and then 
that will need to go out 
to public consultation. 

“Even if that brief is 
lying on a shelf at the 
Vale Council all ready to 
go, there could still be 
hold-ups during that 
consultation process, 
and it makes no sense to 
close the market prema¬ 
turely.” 

He said that the cham¬ 
ber were very much in 
favour of retaining it in 
the short term, and 
everyone felt that the 
market had played a 
huge part in making 
Cowbridge what is was 
today - a historic market 
town. 

He said: “Cowbridge 
is the rural hub of the 
Vale and, speaking per¬ 
sonally, I would like to 
see the market stay.” 

He acknowledged 
that the long-term view

ject. 

However, he insisted 
that traders did want to 
see the market as an 
option that could be con¬ 
sidered when the public 
were consulted - and 
that could not be the 
case if the cattle market 
had been forced to quit. 

Mr John said; “The 
market has helped 
Cowbridge, by making 
the area available for 
parking on non-market 
days.

FONMON APIARY 


The bees stay 
active, despite 
cold weather 


HOW well have the 
bees contended with 
the weather? The 
Met Office recorded 
the coldest 
December since 
their records began 
and I think most of 
us would agree with 
that. 

On at least three mild 
days, I have seen bees 
active in one or two of 
the hives, and I am hop¬ 
ing to see more as the 
days start to lengthen 
and temperatures rise 
above freezing. 

All of the hives were 
well provided for at the 
onset of winter, but it is 
the next few months 
when the bees begin to 
stir in earnest and con¬ 
sume the winter stores 
that will be of most con¬ 
cern to all beekeepers. 

I do have a nucleus 
hive on site, which is 
showing much activity 
and that is very encour¬ 
aging. The activity I 
speak of is not bees 
seeking forage of any 
kind, but coming out fly¬ 
ing clear of the hive and 
voiding their bowels. 

These cleansing 
flights are very neces¬ 
sary: if the bees fail to 
get out because of 
adverse conditions, they 
will perform the function 
in the hive and this can 
lead to the transfer of 
disease by the bees 
themselves as they set 
about cleaning their 
abode. 

As a point of interest 
honeybees do not hiber¬ 
nate, they form a cluster 
(football shape) on sev¬ 
eral of the frames inside 
the hive, in the centre of 
which is the queen. 

By using their flight 


muscles (but not flying) 
they produce a shivering 
motion, which raises 
their temperature and 
consequently that of 
their surroundings. 

Doing this and consum¬ 
ing the stores put by for 
winter should see them 
survive until spring. 

If the beekeeper has 
done his/her prepara¬ 
tions prior to winter, the 
bees will have received 
treatment for any of the 
various diseases that 
they are subject to and 
will have also carried 
out Varroa control. 

These treatments will 
not in themselves eradi¬ 
cate all that is harmful 
to the bees, but will help 
them in their fight to 
survive. 

I have not been idle 
over these past few 
months; much equipment 
has been refurbished 
and cleaned where 
required. 

New items are being 
made because when the 
spring arrives and the 
bees become active they, 
like the tide, will not 
wait for you. 

The apiary itself is 
being cleaned up and 
put into order; in fact, 
Barbara and I have laid 
two bases at the Dyffryn 
site, as they will be 
needed in the coming 
year. 

These bases are 
paving slabs dug into the 
ground a little and made 
level. The St Fagan ’5 site 
is also receiving atten¬ 
tion. 

Be prepared should 
be your new year resolu¬ 
tion (beekeepers that is).

Members were capti¬ 
vated by Claire and 
engaged in simple exer¬ 
cises to see how cere¬ 
bral palsy can affect 
sufferers.

Need for the 
Vale to twin 
with Haiti... 


Harrowing tale 
keeps you glued 
to the screen 


I AM writing to 
endorse the letters 
you have previous¬ 
ly received and pub¬ 
lished in The GEM 
from Godfrey Knight 
and Vincent Smith, 
regarding the poten¬ 
tial of twinning the 
Vale or Barry with 
the town of Pignon in 
Haiti. 

I am the friend whom 
Mr Smith references in 
his letter and I spent 12 
weeks of 2010 working 
with the people of 
Pignon. 

This letter is being 
sent to provide a brief 
glimpse into the condi¬ 
tions surrounding 
Pignon. 

It is a town located in 
the central plateau 
region on the island of 
Haiti. 

The town itself does 
have a political structure 
of mayors who attend to 
the typical civil issues 
that arise on a daily 
basis. 

Pignon is receiving 
paved streets for the first 
time in its history, pro¬ 
vided by the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

There is also a co¬ 
operative effort being 
executed to provide a 
central water supply. 

This co-operative 
effort is being worked 
out between the federal 
government and local 

Freeze 
means 
repairs 
at the 
Market 

THE main entrance 
to Maesteg Market 
should he re-opened 
this week once work 
to repair the 
stonework above it 
commences. 

The entrance down the 
steps was closed before 
Christmas after some 
pieces of sandstone fell 
from the Town Hall 
which occupies the build¬ 
ing above the basement 
market hall. 

A spokesman for 
BCBC, which owns the 
building, said that the 
recent extremely cold 
weather has caused the 
problem and one of the 
market’s three entrances 
had been closed for safe¬ 
ty reasons. 

Specialist contractors 
have now been appointed 
to carry out repairs and 
the door will be back in 
use as soon as scaffold¬ 
ing has been erected 
above it. 

Work was due to start 
as soon as the scaffold¬ 
ing is in place. 

Traders inside the 
market complained that 
the closure of this 
entrance had deterred 
some shoppers from 
using the market and 
they said that footfall 
was down. 


non-governmental agen¬ 
cies. These activities are 
cause for great hope in 
the town of Pignon. 

The daily living con¬ 
ditions are very hard. 
There are a few public 
wells located in town 
that provide water to the 
residents. 

However, these wells 
are only opened up for 
public use a couple of 
times per week, to pre¬ 
vent their collapse. 

During the days that 
the wells are locked 
down, the residents have 
to travel to the river and 
carry back water to their 
homes. 

The river also serves 
as the place to wash 
clothes, water animals 
and bathe. 

The recent outbreak 
of cholera demonstrates 
the severe lack of sanita¬ 
tion in Haiti. 

The economic condi¬ 
tions are bleak at best. 

The current unemploy¬ 
ment rate in Pignon is 
around the 75 per cent 
mark. 

Most residents survive 
by trading whatever 
goods they can in a form 
of barter exchange. 

The outlook for 
almost all residents is 
day-to-day survival at 
best. There is very little 
present in the way of 
sustainable economic 
activity. 

Having painted a 
bleak picture in the 
above paragraphs, I 
would be remiss not to 
mention the vibrant spir¬ 
it and will that the 
Haitian people possess. 

There are smiling 
faces everywhere that 
you look, and a will to 
survive that is second to 
none. 

I can’t say that I see 
as many smiling faces 
walking down a street 
here in the US. 

In conclusion, I urge 
you to give serious con¬ 
sideration to the human¬ 
itarian and cultural 
rewards of the proposed 
twinning of your area 
with Pignon.

1 F Danny Boyle 
was an excellent 
director lacking 
mainstream profile, 
then all that 
changed at the 2009 
Academy Awards, 
when he picked up 
the best director 
statue for Slumdog 
Millionaire. 

Since then, not only 
has Boyle's reputation 
swelled, but the director 
has been touted for 
everything, from the 
next James Bond outing 
(rumours which turned 
out to be false) to being 
the artistic director for 
the opening ceremony of 
the 2012 Olympic 
Games (which turned 
out to be true). 

Having sat on the suc¬ 
cess of Slumdog..., 

Boyle only now returns 
to the big screen with 
127 Hours. 

It tells the true story 
of Aron Ralston (James 
Franco), a climber who 
became trapped between 
boulders for five days in 
2003. With his life slip¬ 
ping away, Ralston is 
forced to make some 
huge sacrifices in order 
to keep himself alive... 

Much like the prover¬ 
bial bus, you wait for a 
film set in a single loca¬ 
tion and two come along 
pretty much after the 
other, but while the Ryan 
Reynolds-starring Buried 
was a fictitious tale of a 
man trapped in a coffin 
in Iraq, Danny Boyle’s 
127 Hours, as harrowing 
as it is, is anything but a 
work of fiction, telling 
the story of how Aron 
Ralston’s adventures 
canyoneering ended in 
tragedy. 

In less skilled hands, 
Ralston’s story could 
have been mishandled, a 
film where his trapping 
and attempts at rescue 
and escape are punctuat¬ 
ed by dramatic devices 
that would have made 
the film far less of an 
engaging piece. 

However, fresh from 
Slumdog’s Oscar success 
and the realisation that, 
yes, he is a pretty special 
director, Danny Boyle

turns in another visually 
striking film that looks 
massively impressive. 

Kicking things off 
with triple split screen 
and never letting up the 
pace from then on, the 
film is a wondrous 
achievement in regard to 
visual composition and 
editing, the early part of 
the film leading to 
Ralston’s accident shot 
through with verve and 
panache. 

Boyle’s films have 
always bubbled with 
visual invention (the toi¬ 
let sequence from 
Trainspotting, post-zom¬ 
bie London in 28 Days 
Later...) and here he 
seems to have swapped 
the Capra-via- 
Bollywood visuals of 
Slumdog... to something 
more akin to David 
Fincher, the camera 
zooming through boul¬ 
der crevices and water 
bottles. 

But as visually stun¬ 
ning as the film is, it is 
when it gets to the meat 
of the story that what it 
loses in pace, it more 
than gains in drama and 
tension. Shifting from 
the vibrant colours and 
fast cuts to something 
more muted and languid, 
Boyle never paints 
Ralston’s predicament as 
overtly dramatic; in fact, 
the character is remark¬ 
ably unconcerned at his 
situation, seemingly 
viewing it more as a 
minor inconvenience 
than an endangering 
experience. 

However, at this point 
Boyle and Simon 
Beaufoy’s script changes 
tack, concentrating on 
the character as his reali¬ 
sation that he isn’t going 
to escape merges with 
the slow-dawning reali¬ 
sation that he is far too 
much of a lone wolf, 
unreliant on the assis¬ 
tance of other people 
and, based on his 
exchanges with two fel¬ 
low canyoneers (played 
by Kate Mara and 
Amber Tamblyn), far too 
caught up in his own 
world. 

Using his hallucina¬ 
tions, caused by lack of 
food and water, to take 
you out of his predica¬ 
ment and into dream 
sequences that tap into 
the character’s psyche, 
concentrating on the girl 
that he broke up with, 
his sister’s wedding that 


he isn’t going to make, 
and all the people who 
have orbited his life, 
Boyle and Beaufoy plot 
a redemption for the 
character that takes an 
almost biblical twist 
with the conclusion. 

Ah yes, the conclu¬ 
sion; by now most peo¬ 
ple will have read or 
heard how Ralston freed 
himself from the boul¬ 
der, and the answer is 
yes - it is as visceral, 
difficult to watch and 
painful as you have 
heard. However, it isn’t 
shown in an exploitative 
way, Boyle’s camera 
cutting (pardon the pun) 
in and around the actual 
act - though it isn’t for 
the faint-hearted, as the 
sounds of the crowd who 
I watched the film with 
attested to! 

Given that it is a film 
that rests wholly on the 
shoulders of its main 
performer, James Franco 
steps up to the plate and 
delivers a home run in a 
turn that is captivating, 
engaging and wholly 
believable. His real-life 
persona of being a seem¬ 
ingly care-free guy 
bleeds into the character, 
Ralston being of the 
‘...whatever, man’ kind, 
and while Franco cruises 
the early part with charm 
and charisma, it’s when 
the situation unfolds that 
he really shows his abili¬ 
ty, handling his transfor¬ 
mation from barely both¬ 
ered to truly concerned 
with aplomb and subtle¬ 
ty, the enormity of his 
precarious position being 
slowly unveiled by the 
actor. 

The film does lack a 
sense of urgency. The 
playing out between 
Ralston getting trapped 
and freeing himself 
never feels like a race 
against time or a man 
being pushed to the 
edge, even when his 
food and water supplies 
are low; instead, the 
character just seems to 
be biding his time in the 
vain hope that help will 
come. While it doesn’t 
subtract from the inten¬ 
tions of Boyle (giving 
the character a chance to 
‘redeem’ himself), it 
does feel a touch odd 
that there isn’t more of a 
panic in the character. 

That being said, 127 
Hours is a sublime piece 
of work, superbly direct¬ 
ed and incredibly well 
acted, and given the sub¬ 
ject matter, rather uplift¬ 
ing - and, devoid of 
cliche, makes for a thor¬ 
oughly captivating film. 

VERDICT-Another 
success for Danny 
Boyle, 127 Hours sees 
the director create a 
piece of work that is a 
strong telling of a har¬ 
rowing true life story, 
yet is shot through with 
positivity and manages 
to avoid the genre types 
of the ‘rescue’ film. 

With James Franco 
holding the fort with 
aplomb, this is one film 
that will engage from 
beginning to end. 
Essential viewing. 
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Let's dance, 
dance, dance!

From medieval 
Cowbridge town to 
the Heritage Trial 


Ten walkers, 
including one from 
the Caerphilly area, 
joined Rachel for a 
walk in the pictur¬ 
esque Vale of 
Glamorgan on 
Bank Holiday 
Monday, to cele¬ 
brate the New Year. 

They began at 
Cowbridge or Y Bont- 
Faen (meaning stone 
bridge) which lies on the 
site of a Roman settle¬ 
ment and was one of the 
few medieval walled 
towns in Wales and the 
remnants of the walls 
and towers are still visi¬ 
ble. 

Built to a medieval 
plan with one long 
street, it was divided 


Penllyn and is located 
just inside the castle 
grounds. 

Homfray was also 
responsible for the beau¬ 
tiful woodland that sur¬ 
rounds the house, which 
in 1960 was sold to the 
Cory family. 


Passing an ancient 
enclosure, they crossed 
the road and followed a 
bridle path to reach 
Trerhyngyll, passing the 
Jane Hodge Resort 
Hotel, across the dis¬ 
mantled railway line and 
on to the village of 


Having paused to hear Aberthin, which has no 


a brief history of the 
area, the group carried 
on across what used to 
be the annual Vale of 
Glamorgan showground 
and reached the church. 

A stop was soon made 
to enjoy mulled wine 
from Liz and mince pies 
from Ann. 

Refreshed, the group 
road-walked towards 
Vistla Farm, spotting a 
llama in a field of sheep, 
before turning off down 
a winding forest track to 


into burgage plots, a bur- join the road that led to 


gage being a rented 
property owned by a 
King or lord, consisting 
of a house on a long nar¬ 
row piece of land with 
the narrow end facing 
the street. 

Leaving Cowbridge 
cattle market, they pro¬ 
gressed under the fly¬ 
over and up a rocky 
slope which led them to 
an electric fence. Having 
negotiated that, the 
group entered fields 
walking past a wood at 
Beech Clump and across 
The Park which is 
directly in front of 


Graig Penllyn. Having 
passed the Barley Mow 
and former chapel spot¬ 
ting gravestones along 
the wall, they walked 
through the village. 

From the nature 
reserve below Coed y 
Graig, they went down a 
slope near Coed y 
Stanby woodland to join 
part of Valeways 
Millennium Heritage 
Trail, created as a circu¬ 
lar route that meanders 
for 69-miles through the 
Vale of Glamorgan, 
where you can walk 
through 6,000-years of

above the Thaw Valley. 

The original castle 
was probably built by 
Robert Norris, who was 
Earl Robert of 
Gloucester’s sheriff in 
the 12th century, and it 
is believed to be one of 
the first Norman keeps 
in Glamorgan. 

The present house, 
built in the 1770s was 
remodelled by John 
Homfray the owner of 
the Penydarren 
Ironworks in Merthyr 
Tydfil, who bought the 
estate in 1846 and built 
the chapel which is now 
the parish church for 


beauty.
